Sir Chas, H, Tupper Criticizes 
Evidence of Chauffeur and 
Act of Liquidator 


Reveal argumetts were advanced In 
the court of appeal yesterday after¬ 
noon to ahow that W. B. Arnold, man¬ 
ager of Uie Dominion Truat Company, 
shot himself Intentionally. HIr Chnrlea 
H. Tum»or addressed the court until 
adjournment, his argument being on 
behalf .of the appelants, the Mutual 
and Sovereign Life companies who had 
Inaured Arnold for large sums. Besides 
reiterating the eonientlon thatJ.jrtie 
death \%ound had been self-inflicted 
with deliberation. Sir Charles brought 
forward the fact In the evidence In the 
lower court that neither Arnold's coat 
or overcoat, which he had on at the 
times _ha died, showed bullet holes of 
powder burns. He was shot with the 
gun pressed against hla left breast, 
but the muxsle was placed against the 
waistcoat. Indicating, Sir Charles In¬ 
ferred, that Arnold had deliberately 
o|M?r.ed Ills outer garments. Had It 
been accidental shooting, the prob¬ 
ability was that these garments would 
have shown bullet marks.

Arnold in sending the gardener ottt of 
the garage to measure a sidewalk on 
the property. It was rntnlng heavily 
ni the time and the gardener.

The 
gardener then took up a spade and 
was_digging outside, dose to the gar^ 
age. Arnold had previously sent the 
chauffeur out of the grounds with"the 
car, a distance of about 4d yards. He 
th.*n. shot himself. 

He deliberately went to.work to get 
everyone out of the way, said HIr 
Charles, so tliut he could shoot himself 
and make his death appear accidental 
His usual hour at the office mbs 9 
o’clock, but this morning he was at 
HhaugliiieMy Heights until after 10 
o’clock, although the most important 
conference of his life was to be held at 
hh» office. It was a conference that 
would ^disclose the Insolvency of fti** 
company and of his own affairs. Sir 
Charles submitted that Arnold pre¬ 
ferred to die rather than face It. and In 
an endea\*or to protect the Insurance 
mousy arranged matters In detail »» 
that ho would be alone In the garage 
and there could be no witnesses of his 
death.

FLAMES WIPE OUT 
HUMES DF SETTLERS 


Forest Fires Reported From 
Northern Interior; Much 
Timber Destroyed 


Advices to the minister of lands from 
the Fort George foreat dlotrict point to 
the exceedingly hazardous fire situa¬ 
tion prevailing In that country, and ex¬ 
truding throughout the northern In¬ 
terior generally. While showers fell 
during the early part of last week, 
they were insufficient to curb the 
dangerous conditions, and were follow¬ 
ed by a return of the t»ot weather, 
with galoe previously reported. The 
dry «oll cover continues to supply a 
factor of much concern, owing to the 
retarded vegetation. 

Many tires are reported, both on non- 
timbered and timb e re d l a nds . 4 Ha ef¬ 
forts of the forest officers being main¬ 
ly directed to saving the latter. Three 
million fe«*t of timber have been de¬ 
stroyed at Willow River. Other dam- 
uge Included the destruction of thir¬ 
teen cabins at Alsa Lako and eight 
buildings at Chief Lake, foany people 
being destitute In consequence, and 
*ome have barely escaped with their 

The majority of thf. outbreaks have 
been ascribed to accidental origin, as 
well as to tho work ->f I ncen d i aries^ 
•mly a few being so far traced to the 
> tearing operations of settlers. As a 
precautionary measure. Are permits 
have been** cancelled In the dangerous 
sections, and on.* arrest has already 
been made for violation of the Are law. 
In a later telegram the situation re¬ 
mained unrelieved, alth }Ufh rain was 
threatening. Klght more homes ore 
re ported--to-have been destroyed. 

From the HazeRon district vm.-s the 
report of dry weather and high winds 
with numerous Ares, ronflned mainly 
to agricultural land, thoso threatening 
merchantable timber being at present 
under control. ITp to the present three 
hundred thousand feet of merchantable 
timber has suffered destruction or 
damage. 

.Similar conditions are reported In 
Prince Rupert district, with little dam¬ 
age to timber, but with considerable 
destruction to other property. Th© 
weather was becoming cooler when the 
advice was sent 

In the Vancouver district, cloudy and 
cool weather with occasional showers 
prevailed during the week under re¬ 
view, one Are only being reported. In 
the vicinity of Seymour Narrows 

Heavy rain has been falling continu¬ 
ously for several days In the Llllooet 
’country, and the same can be said of 
the Htmllkameen. while In tho Okana¬ 
gan light rains have fallen. Th© satis¬ 
factory growth of vegetation is noted 
In the Vernon and Kamloops districts, 
cloudy weather and frequent showers 
being recorded Vegetation Is well ad¬ 
vanced In the Kootcnays. and an elec¬ 
trical storm with heavy rains on May 
27 was followed by wet weather for 
several day*, changing later to cloudy 
weather with showers. The (’ronbrook 
division reports wet weather generally, 
with vegetaUon green.

Board of trade has 

DONE SPLENDID WORK 

■’ * ' * _ ' 

Qesires to Extend Scope of Its 
-t.Membership; Suggestions 
.J Made in That Regard 


In the course of a discussion at the 
monthly meeting of the board of trad# 
yesterday afternoon on the extension 
of its membership, a spirited protest 
j^.is made- against the frequent dis¬ 
paraging remurks which are heard 
about the Work of that body. 

It whs pointed out by men who have 
been members of it for years, that It 
ftka always been active in all matters 
that affect tha general welfare. .On* 
reason for unkind and unfair criticism, 
touched on briefly, may be that its 
Work is general and that It does not 
deal with special Interests In the same 
wuy that particular Organisations do. 

What la proposed la that all mem¬ 
bers of theae various organisations 
should become members of the board, 
and that then their respective bodies 
Should be treated aa sections of the 
board of trade, gs la done In the large 
I eastern cities. The committee recently 
appointed la working along these lines 
1 Oud will make a further report at a 
a •* sequent meeting. Apart from thla 
i*i effort la being made to Increase ihe 
nif ruber ship of the board, which haa 
dropped off considerably since the be¬ 
ginning of the war. 

» L. A. Walker, who was appointed 
With W. J. 8hortt as a membership 
cunmtttqg to which they have since 
a ided a number of other gentlemen, 
gave the board an Idea of what they 
. dk* r < onaidered* would be helpful. 

It was the opinion of the committee 
that a change ought to be made in the' 
method of appointing standing commit¬ 
tees. the plan thought beat being that 
the president should name cnnwneri 
who would secure for each committee 
inch who would be Intelligently Inter¬ 
ested In the work. Instead of the pre*- 
ertt style or monthly meetings tt was 
believed that a lugch one# a month 
w<»ukl be more useful, at which the 
g"'retary could submit a resume of 
what had been done In the preceding 
month. As publicity waa valuable It 
would be advisable to expund the no¬ 
tice of meetings into a small bulletin, 
giving an Idea of what the board was 
doing and containing commercial sta¬ 
tistics. The by-lawe should be amend¬ 
ed by making chairmen of standing 
coiimlttees ex-offlclo members of the 
council. The membership committee 
7 should be made a permanent committer 
on ways and means 

J A suggestion which was still under 
discussion was that of affiliating with 
atlier business organisations in the city. 
It was felt that there whs a multipli¬ 
city of organisations, and the proposal 
wnn that the members of other trade 
bodies should apply for membership In 
th« board and be admitted, and their 
organisation could become a section of 
the board 

It. W. Perry made a vigorous criti¬ 
cism of paople who carp at the board 
for auppoMi Inactivity but who never 
attended a meeting and never took the 
trouble to find out what a great deni 
g work was done by the board. Its 
history for fifty, years had been a credit 
to itself and the city. 

A. Gonnaann believed an amalgama¬ 
tion would be a very useful thing and 
make the board more effective. 

President Lugrln mentioned a few of 
the things that the board had accom¬ 
plished. It had made the Empress 
hotel possible, and In that connection 

r Thomas Sliaughnessy had told him 
the old Drift'd hotel that J. A. Mara 
bed more Influence with him than any- 
• on# els*"' The^toard had never busied 
"Itsblf with speolal interests, but dealt 
with matters of ganerai interest to the 
4terrantUs community and the city. 

Secretary ©worthy gave a .concrete 
Idea of the ecope of the work of ths 
board in the range of subjects dealt 


with by a couple of the committees In 
the last twelve months. — 

William Agnew suggested that busi¬ 
nessmen not now members should be 
canvassed to become memliePs. 

A. CTFlumerfeit said the board had 
anna a free* deal of excellent work. 
The new post office la where It Is 
through Us Instrumentality. There had 
never been any large public question 
that the board had not acted upon, and 
very utrong Influence had more than 
once been exercised on legislation mak¬ 
ing for the benefi t of Itrltlsh Columbia 
and Victoria. Its work ha d al ways 
U#ti1ioTi"PArtfwTi amt non*personal. 

Mr. Lugrln remarked that Mr. Flum- 
erfelt might have added that when he 
had been president he had raised a fund 
of 114*000 tt advertise this city as the 
outfitting point fur the Klondyke. 

The committee will continue Us work. 

The board expressed approval of the 
action of the president in Inviting 
chairmen of standing committees to 
sttsud council meetings ak ex-offlclo 
members. 

Mr. Lugrln reminded members that 
all meetings of the board were opCri to 
all members of the board, and that It 
was forthJa reas on that notice of these 
meetings was given through the preas.
